Because  he  comprehends 
these  forces,  he  gains,  also,  a  sense  of  self-confidence.

During  the  past  two  years  which  this  school  has  been  in 
existence,  the  members  of  Edsel  Ford’s  faculty  have  taken 
on  a  job  which  is  terrifying  in  the  intensity  of  its  purpose  and 
overwhelming  in  its  porportions.

Edsel  Ford  High  School  has  put  into  effect  a  guidance  pro¬ 
gram  which  is  new  to  the  Dearborn  schools.  It  strives  to  solve 
problems  for  the  individual  and  ones  common  to  most  high 
school  students.  There  are  two  divisions  in  the  guidance  pro¬ 
gram:  individual  counseling  and  group  counseling  in  the  form 
of  human  relation  classes.  With  this  schedule,  the  counselors 
can  do  a  more  effective  job  since  fewer  students  are  being  as¬ 
signed  to  one  counselor. 

Human  relation  classes  are  divided  into  groups  of  25  to  30 
students  when  they  are  lOB’s  and  the  student  continues  in  the 
same  group  until  he  graduates.  Through  these  six  semesters, 
the  same  teacher-counselor  or  counselor  remains  with  the  class.

Inaividual,  Group  Problems 


This  enables  the  class  and  the  counselor  to  know  and  better 
understand  one  another.  The  aim  of  human  relations  is  to  de¬ 
velop  basic  understandings  which  the  student  can  apply  to  the 
solving  of  his  own  problems.  The  relationship  between  the  class¬ 
es  and  individual  counseling  is  indirect. 

In  classes,  the  work  consists  mostly  of  general  and  applied 
psychology.  The  content  is  selected  with  the  developmental 
tasks  of  youth  as  a  guide.  Classes  meet  for  two  or  three  full  65 
minute  periods  very  week.  They  are  alternated  with  the  physi¬ 
cal  education  classes.  Because  of  this  schedule,  gym  is  now  re¬ 
quired  for  six  semesters  instead  of  the  previous  four.

Social  Studies  curriculum  at  Edsel  Ford  aims  at  under¬ 
standing  the  American  society  and  developing  the  ability  to 
participate  effectively  as  a  citizen  in  our  democracy.

Associated 
with  these  values  is  the  teaching  of  skills  in  the  field  of  typewriting,  short¬ 
hand,  bookkeeping,  office  machines  and  practice,  and  retailing  which  are 
necessary  for  job  placement.

Optimistic  is  the  word  which  best  describes  the  feelings  of  Coach  John  Davis  and 
his  varsity  squad  after  the  completion  of  the  ’56  football  year. 

Ending  the  year  with  a  3-4-1  record,  Coach  Davis  and  assistant  coaches,  Mr.  Fred 
Evans  and  Mr.  William  Kilpatrick  will  take  the  thirteen  returning  lettermen  and  try 
to  mold  them  into  the  championship  team  that  the  whole  school  wants  them  to  be 
next  year. 

Battle  Creek  was  the  first  team  on  the  Thunderbird  schedule.  They  defeated  the 
T-Birds  26-13.  Melvindale  supplied  the  competition  as  EFH  played  their  first  and 
only  scoreless  tie  of  their  short  career.  First  opponent  at  our  newly  constructed  field 
was  Fordson.  Playing  a  surprising  first  half,  EF  was  defeated  by  the  FHS  depth  39-0. 
26-0  was  the  score  of  the  Ypsilanti  Central  game,  with  YCHS  on  the  long  end.  Later 
the  game  was  awarded  to  EFHS  as  a  win  because  of  an  ineligible  player. 

Flomecoming  was  the  setting  for  the  first  real  win  for  the  Thunderbird  eleven. 
Scoring  in  the  first  and  second  periods,  EF  took  a  lead  of  13-0.  Two  quick  touch¬ 
downs  for  the  Black  and  White  put  the  game  out  of  the  reach  of  Pioneer  eleven  25-0. 

Hamtramck  High  was  the  opponent  in  a  game  which  proved  the  picture  of  frus¬ 
tration.  Rolling  up  355  yards  or  three  and  one  half  the  length  of  the  field,  the  EF 
eleven  lost  13-6.  Playing  for  the  conference  championship,  Wayne  moved  through 
the  T-Birds  to  a  25-0  victory. 

Ending  the  season  on  a  bright  note  our  gridders  captured  second  place  in  the 
Huron  Rouge  Valley  Conference  by  defeating  Lincoln  Park  High  at  our  home  stadi¬ 
um.  The  teams  traded  scores  in  the  first  half,  and  Edsel  Ford  took  two  out  of  the 
three  touchdowns  made  in  the  second  half  to  win  20-13. 

Formal  ending  of  football  at  EF  came  with  the  playing  of  the  Thunderbird  Bowl. 
Returning  ballplayers,  varsity  and  reserve,  were  divided  into  a  Black  and  a  White 
squad.  The  Black  team,  coached  by  Mr.  Evans  and  Mr.  Tex  Walker,  was  victorious 
over  a  White  squad,  coached  by  Mr.  Davis  and  Mr.  William  Lakey,  19-6.

Edsel  Ford’s  Girls  Athletic  Association  is  maintained  to  promote  good 
sportsmanship,  leadership,  and  healthful  fun  for  every  girl  in  Edsel  Ford 
who  desires  to  participate. 

Field  hockey,  volleyball,  basketball,  and  softball  ‘are  the  four  major 
team  sports.
